that has been kicked around for more than 10 years.

|accessible parking lot. Once the 
| houses were purchased and moved 
j}away, the property could be 
| paved, marked and lighted, Man- 
jley said. 

In addition to providing needed 
and must-be-secured parking, the 
First avenue lot would face the 
rear entrances of Second avenue 
stores. By improvement and re- 
modeling into .modern rear en- 
trances, Upland could construct 
a modern park-and-shop center 
like mushrooming suburban areas 
of Los Angeles. 


Additional business, 
by adjacent and accessible park- 
ing, could turn Upland into a 
modern suburban-type shopping 
center. 


Property could be purchased 
either by a cooperative merchant 
|plan, as has been suggested sev- 
eral times in the past, or by a 
city-owned parking Ict. 

Upland’s parking problems were 
discussed in April of 1949, at a 
meeting of the Southern California 
Planning Congress, in San Bern- 
ardino.

Against Govt. Continuing 


An Ontarian’s legal battle with 
the Federal government moves in- 
to its fourth round tomorrow mor- 
ning in Los Angeles. 

Carl Harvey’s suit against the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion comes up before Judge Wil- 
liam C. Mathes. 


Harvey, who lives at 112 East 
D street, in Ontario, has filed a 
million dollar breach of contract 
and libel suit against the RFC. 

Following the initial filing Har- 
vey, who is acting as his own at- 
torney, asked disqualification of 
Federal Judge Leon Yankwich for 
prejudice. 


Harvey was successful in his 
motion and the ease was re-as- 
signed to Judge Ben Harrison. 
Harrison in turn disqualified him- 
self and turned the suit over to 
the docket of Judge Mathes, where 


it will be heard tomorrow. 

Now Harvey has one more com- 
plaint for hearing tomorrow. 

He has charged that the legal 
firm of Benjamin and Lieberman 
is not authorized to act as defense 
attorneys for the federal govern- 
ment. 

“The law is very clear on that 
point” Harvey says, “it states 
that the U. S. Attorney General's 
office must handle the defense 
when government agency is the 
object of a suit. 

“So far no evidence has been 
presented to show that Benjamin 
and Lieberman were hired through 
action of the Attorney General's 
office.”

Angeles, but one that will give the consumer a break and a| 
good profit to the farmer by allowing him to eliminate the’ 


middleman.

A devaluation of the pound 
was necessary and inevitable the 
moment devaluation became a 
matter of international specula- 
tion. For months dollar-area im- 
porters of British goods have held 
off purchases in anticipation of 
being able later to buy more with 
fewer dollars, and this has con- 
tributed to the British dollar 
shortage. When _ international 
traders are convinced that a cur- 
rency must fall, it has already 
fallen—and the sooner the read- 
justment is made the better. 

But it is important to realize 
that depreciation will not have 
any fundamental effect on the un- 
balance between the United States 
and the sterling bloc, which is the 
result of a radical shift of power. 

The United Kingdom, dependent 
on imported raw materials and 
food, built up and sustained ‘its 
population of nearly 50,000,000 
people at a relatively high stand- 
ard of living, by having a head 
start in the first industrial revo- 
lution; by the empire which was 
created either by colonization or, 
initially, by traders; and by Brit- 
ish financial leadership. 

The areas colonized by Britons 
and Europeans first broke away, 
or became sovereign entities with 
only tenuous ties; the richest — 
Canada—is in the dollar bloc; and 
the second world war was accom- 
panied by the dissolution of the 
empire. Today Great Britain is 








in debt to India—not India _ to 
Great Britain.

That 
is the real trouble confronting 
British. socialism. For, regard- 
less of industrial ownership, the 
present belongs to those who 
achieve the highest mass produc- 
tion, based upon the infinitesimal 
breakdown and reintegration of 
the work process, and the highest 
use of technological science. 

Henry Ford, the forerunner of 
this process, started, in fact, a 
greater revolution than Lenin did. 
This system, which depends more 
on brainwork than manual labor, 
elevates salaried management 
over ovenership, and has broken 
the power of finance capitalism 
as effectively as any political rev- 
olution could. The Russian and 
American Communists who  de- 
claim ‘‘Wall Street” simply do not 
know what they are talking about. 
Economic power in America has 
long since passed from Wall Street 
to Detroit and other centers of 
mass production. 

During the recent war this sec- 
Jona revolution demonstrated, in 
two places, its miraculous and 
even fearsome power—in the Unit- 
ed States and Germany. Only be- 
cause Germany had gone so far 
in the rationalization of the work 
process, could she challenge Eur- 
ope and defeat it on the contin- 
ent.

Pre-colored Oleo Makes 
California Debut Oct. 1 


SACRAMENTO (® — Pre-col- 
ored oleomargarine—for man y 
years contraband in California— 
will make its debut on grocers’ 
shelves October 1. 

For on that date, the state's 
new oleo law goes into effect. 

The new law allows the sale 
of yellow - colored margarine in 
food markets, but still prohibits 
it in restaurants and other eating 
places. 

The law also provides that the 
words “colored” and “oleomarga- 
rine” be printed on the package 


in half-inch letters—and in a color | 


strongly contrasting the rest of 
the wrapper. 

At least two things are certain 
to result when the ready-colored 
margarine goes on sale: 

(1) Housewives will be spared 
from ‘‘squeeze the bag” and other 
tedious techniques of coloring the 
product in their homes. 

(2) The price of yellow marga- 
rine will be higher by about 10 
cents. (There is a 10-cents-per- 
pound federal tax on pre-colored 
margarine.) 

The man who will be responsible 
for enforcing the new law in Cali- 
fornia is O. A. Ghiggoile, chief 
of the State Bureau of Dairy 
Service. 

Today, Ghiggoile said he doesn’t 
expect any enforcement problem 
to develop.
